Dr.Vahagn Asatryan

Dr. Asatryan, has a Ph.D from Towa State University in Food Ser 
vice and Lodging Management and Marketing, His dissertation 
is on the Psychological Ownership Theory, an application that is 
often used in the restaurant indusuy. Prior to receiving his Ph.D, 
Dr, Asauyan received a Master’s in Marketing and Finance and a 
BSc. in International Economic Relations. Dr. Asatryan’s many 
years of work experience in the finance and marketing industries 
will also be extremely useful in demonstrating to students the 
practical applications of seemingly theoretical work. 

Dr. Asatryan will need to adjust to more than just a new em- 
ployer. He and his family will be moving to the Hamilton area 
from Bangor, Maine, where he was on faculty at Husson College. 
Canada will be the third country in which he has lived: born in Ar 
‘menia (formerly part of the Soviet Union), he moved to the States 
to continue his education. In addition to English, Dr. Asatryan 
will probably be the only faculty member at Redeemer who is also 
fluent in Armenian and Russian. 


Prof. Kevin Flatt 
HISTORY 
Not a neutral observer 


Kevin Flatt, who began teaching 
in Redeemer's History Depart 
‘ment parttime last semester, has 
joined Redeemer's faculty on a 
fulltime basis this semester. Mr. 
Flatt is 
disserta 
sity, after receiving his Master's 
Degree from the University of 
Western Ontario, and a B.A in 
Economies and History from the 


University of Waterloo. 

‘One area in which Flatt specializes is modern Canadian church 
history. His dissertation, The Survival and Decline of Evangelism in the 
United Church of Canada, 1930-1970, investigates the rise of liberal 
ism of the United Church. His research reveals that liberalization 
in the United Church started inwardly as early as the 1980's and 
began to show outwardly in the 1960's, leading to a major decrease 
in church attendance.
